Governor Richard J. Hughes 
of New Jersey, who will deliv­ 
er the 156th commencement ad­ 
dress at Mt. St. Mary’s College, 
Emmitsburg, next Wednesday 
morning at 10:30 o’clock, will 
be the recipient of an honorary 
Doctor of Laws degree at that 
time, it was announced by Rt.

Governor Hughes, the first 
Catholic governor of New Jer­ 
sey, is a native of Florence, N. 
J. He attended high school in 
Trenton. He also studied for a 
time at St. Charles College, 
Catonsville, Md., and St. Jo­ 
seph’s College, Philadelphia. Lat­ 
er he received his law degree 
from Rutgers University Law 
School. 
He was prominent in the field 
of law in New Jersey prior to 
his election as governor in 1961. 
He served as assistant United 
States attorney for New Jersey 
and was appointed Mercer Coun­ 
ty judge by Republican Gover­ 
nor Alfred E. Driscoll. 
ON SUPERIOR COURT 
In 1952, Judge Hughes was 
elevated to the bench of the 
New Jersey Superior Court by 
Gov.

Two Are Killed In Stampede Of Thousands 
AAourning Death Of Prime Minister Nehru; 
17-Year-Old Grandson Lights Funeral Pyre

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 
Followed by 
statesmen from 
over the world, the body of Ja- 
waharlal Nehru made its final 
journey 
today 
through 
the 
streets 
of 
the 
capital 
from 
which he welded India’s down­ 
trodden millions into one nation. 
Acting Prime Minister G. L. 
Nanda, with tears in his eyes, 
placed a floral wreath on the 
body as it was lifted from the 
porch of the prime minister’s 
residence to a flower-bedecked 
gun carriage. 
2 ARE KILLED 
The body had lain in state on 
the porch through the night as 
hundreds of thousands of sor­ 
rowing Indians passed in mourn­ 
ful homage. So great was the 
desire to see India’s 74-year-old 
leader a last time that the 
crowd outside stampeded short­ 
ly before the procession started, 
killing two persons and injuring 
six. 
To th* beat of muffled drum*, 


an honor guard of Indian sol­ 
diers and sailors accompanied 
Nehru’s bier as six horses slow­ 
ly drew it along the six-mile 
route to the Hindu funeral pyre 
at the Rajghat, the Pyre of 
Kings, on the banks of the holy 
Jumna River. 
Sorrowing 
Indians 
jammed 
the line of march. 
BREAK POLICE LINES 
Turbaned Kisan farmers, who 
drove their bullock carts from 
nearby villages, watched as a 
long line of shiny automobiles 
carried government chiefs, dip­

through the police lines many 
times, halting the vehicles be­ 
hind the gun carriage.

Violence Jolts Hillsdale, 
Mich. Over Essex Strike 
HILLSDALE, 
Mich 
(AP)— 
Tension gripped this little south­ 
ern Michigan city today fol­ 
lowing a night of strike violence 
and demonstrators’ threats at a 
jail holding arrested pickets. 
Sixty 
state 
policemen 
and 
sheriff’s deputies of neighboring 
counties came to the aid of 
Hillsdale’s 
seven-man 
police 
force in the emergency. 
A crowd of 300 persons had 
massed at the Hillsdale County 
Jail. Some demonstrators threw 
rocks, breaking jail windows. 
Before midnight the crowd 
had dispersed. However, police 
kept an overnight watch. 
The trouble began about 7 
p.m. with the march of demon­ 
strators to the jail from the 
strike scene at Essex Wire Corp. 
CROWD IS ANGRY 
The crowd was angered by 
the arrest of three persons, one 
of them a striker’s wife. The 
demonstrators stoned the jail in 
protest and police began waving 
their 
nightsticks 
to

After about two hours, the 
crowd had become generally 
peaceful. 
Mayor C. Aubrey Paul called 
the City Council into an emer­ 
gency meeting.

FIND FLAWS IN 
2 DISTRICTS 


State Auditor General Thomas 
S. Minehart has just released 
the report of the audit by his office 
of the accounts of the Upper Ad­ 
ame Merged School District and 
the McSherrystown Borough school 
district for the years ending in 
July, 1960, and 1961. 
In both districts the state audi­ 
tors made recommendations for 
bringing school district procedures 
into conformity with state law. 
For the year ending July, 1960, 
the state auditors found that the 
Upper Adams district overspent 
some parts of its budget without 
making transfers of school funds 
to cover the sums. It was also 
noted that not all of the minutes 
were signed by the secretary. 
The auditors learned by cor­ 
respondence with the school’s de­ 
pository showed that the market 
value of collateral provided by 
the bank was not at all times 
equal to at least 120 per cent of 
the deposits secured. The report 
for the year ending in 1961 made 
similar recommendations with re­ 
gard to the minutes and the bank 
collateral. 
In the examination of the Mc­ 
Sherrystown accounts for the year 
ending in July, 1960, the state audi­ 
tors found the board did not re­ 
quire collateral from its deposi­ 
tory, signed checks In blank, failed 
to bold meetings at least once in 
two months and did not require 
regular statements from the de­ 
pository <m cash balances. All of 
the same flaws were found for the 
year ending in July, 1962, with 
the additional note that the school 
budget was overexpended 
that 
year without having funds pro­ 
vided to cover the expenditures.

As they passed the body, most 
mourners folded their hands at 
the chest in prayerful gesture. 
The wealthy threw elaborate 
floral wreaths at Nehru’s feet, 
the poor tossed petals. 
The body lay on a polished 
teakwood table guarded by tall, 
bearded Sikh soldiers and fall- 
ors. 
At Nagpur, in central India, 
a crowd of 10,000 held up an 
express train bound for New 
Delhi until officials put extra 
cars on.

RED SEND MESSAGES 
Amid the messages of condol­ 
ence came one from Communist 
China, which defeated India in 
a brief, undeclared border war 
in 1962.

the bonds of 
friendship between the people of 
India and China, despite differ­ 
ences between the nations. 
Amid the speculation about 
Nehru’s 
ultimate 
successor, 
most observers believed acting 
Prime Minister Nanda would be 
replaced 
soon 
after 
official 
mourning for Nehru ends on 
June 8. 
Nanda, 63, the Home Minis­ 
ter, was sworn in as Nehru’s in­ 
terim successor Wednesday be­ 
cause he was the senior mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet. The rest of 
the Cabinet agreed to stay in of­ 
fice as a caretaker government. 
TO ELECT SUCCESSOR 
Nehru, who had served as one 
of India’s leaders for four dec­ 
ades and its only prime minis­ 
ter since independence in 1947, 
made no provision for a suc­ 
cessor to govern India's 470 mil­ 
lion people. 
The matter will be settled 
only when the ruling Congress 
party picks a man to succeed 
Nehru. The man it chooses will 
be asked by President Sarvepal­ 
li Radhakrishnan to form a gov­ 
ernment. 
The favorite in most political 
speculation is the minister with­ 
out portfolio, Lai Bahadur Sha­ 
sta, Nehru’s closest political 
confidant who had served as 
deputy prime minister in effect 
since Nehru suffered a stroke 
last January.

Russian arms and ammuni­ 
tion were provided to the neu­ 
tralists in 1961 when they were 
allies of the Pathet Lao and 
were fighting together against 
the right wing Laotian army. 
The Soviet Union is currently 
withholding aid from all Laotian 
factions including 
the 
Pathet 
Lao who are under the influence 
of the Communist North Viet­ 
namese and Chinese. 
HAVE AIDED PATHET 
However, Moscow has sup­ 
ported the Pathet Lao viewpoint 
in the propaganda side of the 
Laotian 
crisis. 
Diplomatic 
sources say the Soviets don’t 
want to give the Communist 
Chinese the opportunity to ac­ 
cuse Moscow of abandoning a 
"revolutionary movement.”

‘‘When McHale’s Navy came 
up, there were only eight weeks 
of vaudeville a year left in this 
country, coast to coast. I have 
to work 40 weeks a year to 
make the money I earn on this 
TV show ” he said. 
Show business always knew 
him as a deft comedian who 
pulled

with

acting offers, including a regu­ 
lar part in ‘‘Car 54” with he re­ 
luctantly turned down for the 
ABC Navy comedy.

SPENDING FOR 
EXPANSION IS 
GIVING BOOST

boosts this year. But is such 
capital investment a boom?

PHILADELPHIA (AP)—“It’s 
going to bo a long, tough grind” 
says Maurice Osser, chairman

Board of Elections, which has 
been ordered by the State Su­ 
preme Court to hold hearings on 
every one of the 540 challenged 
absentee ballots from the April 
28 Democratic primary. 
“ With the batteries of lawyers 
on both sides, we could be here 
until Labor Day,” Osser said' 
Wednesday. 
“We have to subpoena per­ 
sons involved with each absen­ 
tee ballot and it is conceivable 
each hearing could last a day, 
should there be legal questions 
involved,” he added 


TAKEN TO COURT 
The appeal on the challenged 
ballots was taken to the Su­ 
preme Court bv supporters of 
Genevieve Blan, state secreta­ 
ry of internal affairs, who op­ 
posed Justice Michael A. Mus- 
manno of the Supreme Court 
for the Democratic nomination 
to the U.S. Senate. 
Musmanno did not take part 
in hearing the appeal. 
With over 920.000 votes count­ 
ed, Miss Blatt leads by 791 
votes. However, there are the 
540 absentee ballots in Philadel­ 
phia and another 422 in Lacka­ 
wanna 
County 
still 
to 
be 
checked. 
BIG DECISION 
In addition, there were thou­ 
sands of votes cast on Philadel­ 
phia machines in blank spaces 
underneath the names of Blatt 
and M u s m a n n o . Musmanno 
backers claim the votes were 
cast for the senatorial candi­ 
dates in a column which had in­ 
advertently been left open, al­ 
lowing use of the levers. 
These votes were tabulated 
by the Elections Board—but are 
not being counted. Judge Vin­ 
cent A. Carroll set June 4 to re­ 
ceive the tally, completed late 
Wednesday. He must decide if 
they are to be counted or not. 


The legal problem in holding 
hearings on the challenged ab­ 
sentee ballots in Philadelphia 
centers around the fact that 
most of the challenged ballots 
were removed from their envel­ 
opes before the high court is 
sued a writ halting their count­ 
ing. pending a hearing of the 
appeal.

Now the problem is how to 
match the opened votes with 
the envelopes in which they 
were mailed. 
Asked if he had the right to 
ask a person how he voted. Os- 
ser said, "No, nobody has a 
right to ask a person that. The

code is built 
around the secrecy of the bal 
lot. And if I was foolish enough 
to ask him, I hope he’d tell me 
to go to hell.”

ASK HOUSE TO 
OK $11 MILLION 
FOR DELAWARE 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
—Im­ 
provement 
of 
the 
Delaware 
River waterway will allow its 
"full and economical use” and 
reduce navigation hazards, the 
Army engineers said in asking 
a House appropriations subcom­ 
mittee to approve $11.5 million 
for the purpose in the year 
starting July I. 
The money would be used for 
completion of a railroad bridge 
superstructure, channel excava­ 
tions, initial construction of the 
Reedy Point Bridge, relocation 
of a cemetery and utilities, and 
so on. 
The waterway connects the 
Delaware River and the Port of 
Philadelphia 
with Chesapeake 
Bay and the ports of Baltimore 
and Norfolk. Before it was built, 


ocean-going ships traveling be­ 
tween Baltimore and Philadel­ 
phia had to go by way of Chesa­ 
peake Bay, the Atlantic Ocean 
and Delaware Bay. The water­ 
way cut the distance by 286 
nautical miles. 
OTHER PROJECTS 
Other projects in the improve­ 
ment program are planned over 
the next few years. Total cost 
of the program is estimated at 
$98,840,000. An appropriation of 
$11.5 million for the next fiscal 
year would leave a balance of 
$71,176,000 needed to complete 
the program. 
The record of a closed hear­ 
ing, at which the engineering 
corps submitted its statement 
of justification, was made pub­ 
lic Wednesday. 
The engineers also offered • 
statement at the same hearing 
in support of an appropriation 
of $3,750,000 for four anchorages 
adjacent to the Delaware River 
channel in the 36-mile stretch 
between the entrance to Chesa­ 
peake Bay and the Schuylkill 
River.

WASHINGTON (AP)-M ohan- 
das Gandhi picked Jawaharial 
Nehru as his political heir. But 
Nehru, who died Wednesday as 
India’s only prime minister in 
its 17 years of independence, 
groomed no one to succeed him. 
He was an intellectual who 
never learned to delegate au­ 
thority. 
The result could 
be 
gruesome. India has 450 million 
people in one of the poorest and 
most 
jammed 
countries 
on 
earth. 
Nehru, a democrat who had 
enough blind worship among the 
Indian masses to be a dictator, 
had sought to guide his country 
along the democratic path. 
SADDENED BY QUARRELS 
But not long before his death 
he was reported saddened by 
the incessant quarrels between 
Indians of different languages, 
religions and races. And there 
is bickering in his own strong 
political instrument, the Con­ 
gress party. 
Seventeen years of democracy 
—in a country where about 340 
million people are illiterate — 


may have been too brief a time 
to create any real dedication to 
the democratic principle. 
In India now there is no one 
in sight with the stature of Gan­ 
dhi or Nehru. 
MORE THAN POLITICAL 
They not only led the fight for 
Indian independence before it 
was achieved in 1947—thus be­ 
coming symbols of it — but by 
they very nature of these two 
men their leadership was more 
than just political. 
It was also spiritual, which is 
unique in the 20th century. They 
were selfless, with their only in­ 
terests India and 
its people. 
Both had gone to school in Eng­ 
land. Both were lawyers. 
Both abandoned law to work 
for freedom from Britain. The 
British jailed 
them 
both for 
years. That much they had in 
common. There was much they 
didn’t. 
Gandhi 
was 
humble. 
Nehru was arrogant. 
MIRACLE POR INDIA 
It was ironic that he once de­ 
scribed 
himself 
in 
an 
an­ 
onymous article he wrote as in­ 
tolerant of other people and with 
contempt for the weak and in­ 
efficient. 
While 
his 
leadership 
and 
vision were tremendous, and he 
was a miracle for India, he 
himself was inefficient. Exam­ 
ple: He concentrated decisions 
in his own hands, was his owm 
foreign minister. The result was 
called an “ administrative jun-

Gandhi put together his philos­ 
ophy of civil disobedience and 
noneviolent resistance under the 
influence of many sources, in­ 
cluding 
the 
Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount, 
Henry 
Thoreau, 
Leo 
Tolstoy, 
John 
Ruskin, 
Percy 
Bysshe Shelley, and India’s ear­ 
ly Jain sect which preached 
Ahimsa, the principle of nonin­ 
jury to living things. 
NOT COMPLETE PACIFIST 
But he was never the complete 
pacifist 
the 
world 
imagined. 
Louis Fischer, a Gandhi biog­ 
rapher, said he had a “ violent 
nature and his subsequent Ma- 
hatma-calm was the product of 
long training. His mind was a 
battlefield on which caution con­ 
stantly contended with passion.” 
He used nonviolence against 
the British in India when the 


British had all the power and 
the Indians had none. Nehru 
went along with Gandhi on non­ 
violence as a tactic to be used 
when useful, to be abandoned 
when not. 
After years of preaching non­ 
violence among nations and ab­ 
horring war, he sent his army 
into Goa, a Portuguese colony 
in India, to take it over. He 
tried to stand aloof, preaching 
neutralism, only to be invaded 
by Red China. Then he armed. 
NOT A COMMUNIST 
The influences on Nehru were 
different from those affecting 
Gandhi — liberalism, socialism, 
Marxism. But he was not a 
Communist. He was a socialist 
who sought to bring his country 
abreast of the times through 
socialism. 
Gandhi said of himself “I am 


a Christian and a Hindu and a 
Moslem and a Jew.” Nehru was 
an agnostic with all that means 
in skepticism about religious be­ 
liefs. 
But one of his greatest serv­ 
ices to India was in seeking to 
make it a secular state in which 
the various religions, since none 
could dominate the government, 
would live together without try­ 
ing to crush one another. 
GREATEST CONTRIBUTION 
After Gandhi’s assassination 
Jan. 30. 1948, just a few months 
after Indian independence. Neh­ 
ru became the dominant figure 
and remained so until his death. 
Perhaps Nehru’s greatest con­ 
tribution to his country was in 
being an inspiration to its peo­ 
ple. for through that he man­ 
aged to keep the country and its 
people glued together as he gave

CHIEF ORDERS 
NEWS CONTROL 
AT PENTAGON 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon's 
information 
chief 
has issued a new order designed 
to give him greater knowledge 
about which defense officials 
are talking with reporters and 
what they are talking about. 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Arthur Sylvester told a report­ 
er today his order is not de­ 
signed to tighten control or to 
inhibit 
conversations 
between 
newsmen and military and ci­ 
vilian officials. 
He called it "one way of keep­ 
ing up" with what is of interest 
to newsmen and as an aid in 
•‘showing what fields should be 
exploited more." Sylvester said 
one of his jobs is to stimulate 
ideas. 
Nonetheless, 
reporters 
have 
found that past orders of a sim­ 
ilar nature have tended to make 
many 
news 
sources cautious 
and reluctant to talk freely. 
The new Sylvester order, dat­ 
ed May 18, calls for weekly re­ 
ports to his office "on inter­ 
views granted by departmental 
personnel at the seat of govern­ 
m ent"—including the secretar­ 
ies of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 
The reports, to be submitted 
by the chiefs of information of 
the three services, list the dates 
of inteviews, the name of the 
interviewer and his affiliation, 
the person interviewed, the sub­ 
ject discussed and a notation as 
to whether an information offi­ 
cer was present.

MEDICS CLAIM 
HAND SUCCESS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. < A P )- 
By medical definition Jessie S. 
Bray’s right hand was detached 
from her arm in a milling m a­ 
chine accident, but she is on her 
way to regaining almost com­ 
plete use of it. 
The hand was sewed back in 
an operation which her surgeon, 
Dr. Hugh Williams, called "al­ 
most an unbelievable success.’ 
Dr. Williams headed a three 
man surgical team which re­ 
stored the hand May 16 in an 
operation at Community Hospi­ 
tal which took almost five hours. 
Hospital officials said Wednes­ 
day that Mrs. Bray, 39, is al­ 
most ready for intensive thera­ 
py to regain use of the hand. 
The lock company employe’s 
hand hung by an inch of skin 
and two tendons after the ac­ 
cident. The surgeons stitched to­ 
gether eight tendons, three ma­ 
jor nerves and two major blood 
vessels.

Medicare Dispute Rages On 


In Gettysburg—

REGINA, Sask. (AP)—Item: 
Two years ago Saskatchewan 
doctors fought introduction of 
North America’s first sweeping 
government medicare plan with 
a bitter.23-day strike. Today the 
doctors are making more mon­ 
ey under medicare than they 
did in private practice. 
Item: Premiums paid by res­ 
idents of this Canadian province 
to help finance medicare have 
been cut in half. 
Item: The Socialist govern­ 
ment that fathered the contro­ 
versial health insurance scheme 
lost a recent provincial elec­ 
tion. But medicare was not a 
campaign issue. Liberal Pre­ 
mier Ross Thatcher, who took 
office last week, is not expected 
to make major changes in the 
medical plan he once opposed. 
O' COMPLETE SUCCESS 
On the surface, Saskatchewan 
appears to have proved that a 
compulsory, state-run medicare 
program covering all residents 
of all ages can win the support 
of doctors, the public and poli­ 
ticians. 
But it would be misleading to 
call Saskatchewan’s 
medicare 
plan an unqualified success. 
The old arguments still rage 
here over medicare’s effect on 
the quality of medical service, 
the cost, government interfer­ 
ence in the practice of medicine 
and red tape. 
MAKING MORE MONEY 
Dr. E. W. Barootes, president 
of the Saskatchewan College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, con­ 
ceded that doctors are making 
more money. The college is 
Saskatchewan’s prcressional med­ 
ical association. 
“ If all doctors wanted was 
more cash,” Barootes said, “ we 
would have been on the band-

Carry returned the next day 
armed with a cane with a metal 
rod tied to it, and a handful of 
rocks. 
She 
destroyed

goods, broke the mirror and 
turned her wrath on Cleopatra. 
Using the cane and rod. she left 
the painting a tattered mess. 
She then headed for Jake Ec­ 
cles bar across Douglas Ave. 
Eccles, apparently forewarned, 
met her at the door with a 
.45 pistol. 
Newspaper files relate that 
Detective Park Masters showed 
up about that time and “she pre­ 
pared to charge on the efficient 
officer.

QUESTION: I have recently 
been given a large collection of 
band tools, such as screwdriv­ 
ers, pliers, etc. AU of them are 
in good condition, but they do 
not have insulated handles, as 
so many of the new tools have. 
I expect to be doing some work 
around electricity and I would 
like to insulate the handles to 
make them 
completely 
safe. 
Can you teU me how to do this? 
ANSWER: The only way to 
insure complete safety in work­ 
ing around electricity is to know 
exactly what you are doing — 
and even then, you’d better be 
sure that what you are doing 
conforms to electrical codes in 
your community. The simplest 
way to insulate metal handles 
Is to wrap them in rubber tape 
or plastic electrical tape. Or you 
can buy one of the rubber com­ 
pounds sold in liquid form. The 
handle is dipped into the com­ 
pound, forming a rubber mold 
when hardening takes place. 
Follow the 
instructions care­ 
fully, since some compounds re­ 
quire more than a single coat 
to insure insulation. 


QUESTION: I wish instruc­ 
tions 
about 
mixing 
concrete 
would tell how to determine 
what is a cubic foot of sand. 
How do I measure a cubic foot? 
ANSWER: 
Make a wooden 
box, with each side one foot 
square. Do not put a top or bot­ 
tom on the box. Place the box 
on the ground, pour in sand and 
level it off at the top. Lift the 
box off the ground. The sand 
remaining on the ground will be 
one cubic foot.

DIVERS LOCATE 
LAKE BENEATH 
DEATH VALLEY 


BEATTY, Nev. (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia divers are exploring a 
vast underground lake beneath 
the floor of world-famed Death 
Valley, a volcanic cavern reach­ 
able only through a waterholt 
known as “miners bathtub.” 
Santa 
Barbara 
diver 
Jim 
Houtz so far has descended to 
a depth of 284 feet through a 
fissure in the earth’s crust, us­ 
ing skin-diving equipment. 
At this depth, he says, the 
fissure widens out into a huge 
water-filled 
cavern 
extending 
beyond the reach of his present 
equipment. 
He is planning to adapt deep 
sea diving equipment to enable 
him to reach depths down to 
1,000 feet. 
Houtz has no way of judging 
the 
size of the underground 
lake but he says the fact that 
the waterhole has a tidal rise 
and fall of nine inches indicates 
a very large body of water. 
Houtz. onetime Navy diver re­ 
cently employed in offshire drill­ 
ing 
operations 
at 
Santa 
Bar­ 
bara, has been diving in the wa- 
terhold for a year and recently 
organized Devil’s Hole Scientif­ 
ic Research Foundation to fi­ 
nance further exploration. 
The waterhole originally was 
named 
by 
prospectors 
who 
found its 92-degree water made 
an excellent bath. 
Houtz re­ 
named it Devil’s Hole. 
The waterhole, with only 242 
square feet of water surface, is 
in a hard • to - find desert area 
called Ash Meadows just out­ 
side the boundary of Death Val­ 
ley National Monument in Ne­ 
vada. The area, shown on few 
maps, takes its name from the 
ashes spewed out some 250,000 
years ago. Houtz says, by a 
nearby volcano, now extinct. 
Houtz has found one species 
of inch-long fish which he be­ 
lieves has changed little since 
prehistoric days. 
He 
also 
has 
found, 
in a 
branch fissure, a pocket of air 
which 
he believes 
has been 
trapped since volcanic days. 
Houtz says there is no water 
movement except from tidal ac­ 
tion. A packet of dye opened at 
IOO feet spread to only 12 cubic 
feet in five hours. 
Scientific significance of the 
find has yet to be determined, 
but the waterhole is great for 
underwater 
photography. One 
of Houtz’ backers is the Inter­ 
national Underwater Film Festi­ 
val, an organization of profes­ 
sional skin divers.

” 1963 Year in Review,” Gate­ 
way, is a compilation by seven

This is a good 
record, too. not as smooth and 
subtle as the RCA album; it 
contains more literal descrip­ 
tions, a more straight news ap­ 
proach and more emphasis on 
foreign happenings.

“ K e n n e d y in Germany,” 
Phillips, is probably the best of 
the v o l u m e s of Kennedy’s 
speeches. 
EUROPEAN TRIP 
During Kennedy’s four days 
in Germany last June, he made 
several talks about one hope — 
a united Europe, in an Atlantic 
partnership. 
Fragments 
from 
his speeches on a broad range 
of ideas and subjects over three 
years, as collected on some rec­ 
ords. are much more difficult 
to concentrate on and to com­ 
prehend. 
Kennedy arrived at City Hall 
in Berlin, after he had seen the 
Wall, without a prepared speech, 
and he gave one of his most 
moving addresses. The people 
who cheered each part of this 
speech, then cheered again aft­ 
er hearing the translator, are 
as much part of the four-day 
visit as Kennedy’s declaration, 
”1 am a Berliner ” 
Commentator H o w a r d K. 
Smith provides brief narration. 
Two spoken word memorials 
are impressive — “ Four Days 
That Shocked the World” on Col- 
pix and “That Was the Week 
That Was” on Decca 
“FOUR DAYS" 
The first, produced in associ­ 
ation with United Press Interna­ 
tional, begins in Fort Worth, 
with Kennedy’s breakfast speech 
in which he promised to try on 
a 10-gallon hat Monday in the 
White House. It moves through 
arrival at Dallas, mobile radio 
units reporting along the motor­ 
cade route, the swearing in of 
Johnson, the shooting of Oswald, 
description of the caisson pro­ 
cession to the Capitol, “ Hail to 
the Chief,” a brief excerpt from 
the funeral and “Taps” at Ar­ 
lington. 
Most of the explanations are 
by 
working 
radio 
newsmen; 
Reid Collins, New York radio 
newsman, does careful, dignified 
narration. This is a good record. 
if you can stand reliving the 
events of Nov. 22 25.

PREVAILING 
WAGE ACTIN 
COURT AGAIN 


IT \RRISBURG ( AP) - Com­

Kleiman. 
arguing in favor of 
the motion, said the Ober suit 
was almost identical to three 
prior suits which the court d is­ 
m issed 
on 
grounds it 
lacked 
jurisdiction. 
The suits charged 
construc­ 
tion costs of an addition to the 
East 
Petersburg 
Elem entary 
School were increased because 
of unconstitutional provisions in 
the prevailing w age act. 
The act provides for paym ent 
of wage rates prevailing in a 
particular locality to all con­ 
struction 
workers engaged 
in 
projects contracted by the state 
or other public bodies. The Sec­ 
retary of Labor ami Industry la 
given power to determ ine the 
rates 
for 
all 
sections 
of the 
state. 
At one point in the argum ents 
Judge Sohn observed 
that 34 
states have enacted prevailing 
wage legislation. 


Missley contended, however,

that include statuary and rose 
arbors. 
A 
weatherbeaten 
shingled 
home with just the right shade 
of blue-green shutters can pale 
weathered homes with conven­ 
tional white or yellow or gray 
shutters. Window boxes of red 
and white petunias with trailing 
variegated ivy can further en­ 
hance this look. 
At the seashore an ordinary 
contemporary stucco house can 
be as delicious looking as a 
birthday cake painted the just- 
right Portuguese pink with a 
white roof.

But good land­ 
scaping is important to the beau­ 
ty of any home and should be

Southern Birds 
Move Northward 


SASKATOON (AP) — A study 
of birds suggests Saskatchewan 
is getting warmer. 
Professor Robert W. Nero of 
the University of Saskatchewan 
at 
Regina, 
who 
is 
making 
a study of birds in the province, 
says the theory is supported 
by evidence. 
The kinds of birds found in 
the north differ distinctly from 
those in the south, but in the 
north today there are southern 
species not found there 40 years 
ago. This, Prof. Nero says, sug­ 
gests a warming trend. 
Although some species appear 
to be pushing northward, Prof. 
Nero says the real surprise is 
the presence in n o r t h e r n

GLASS PERCH 
GIVES TOURISTS 
VIEW OF DAM

NIAGARA FALLS. N Y. - A 
gleaming $3.8 million structure 
perched atop a buttress of the 
huge Robert Moses power dam 
has given tourism a new’ out­ 
look and a new lookout at Niagara 
Falls. 
The glass, stainless steel ami 
concrete 
building, 
called 
the 
Power Vista, offers a command­ 
ing view of the famed Niagara 
River gorge and the world’s larg­ 
est hydroelectric power complex. 
On opposite sides of the Ni­ 
agara River, built tnto the can­ 
yons of the gorge, are the Moses 
plant (capacity 2.190.000 kilowatts! 
and the Canadian Sir Adam Beck 
No I and No. 2 plants <1.800,000 
kilowatts) of the Hydroelectric 
Power Commission of Ontario. 
The Power Vista, one half mile 
upstream from the new Lewiston- 
Queenston Bridge, opened July 19. 
It is the crowning glory of tho 
$760 million power development 
begun by the State Power Au­ 
thority in 1958. James A. Fitz­ 
patrick. authority chairman, pre­ 
dicted that thousands of visitors 
to tile Power Vista would "con­ 
tribute in large measure toward 
ttie economy of the Niagara Fron­ 
tier." 
Ttv* construction program, cor­ 
related with express highways, 
parkways, extension of Goat Is­ 
land. erection of an observation 
tower at 
Prospect 
Point, new 
parks and picnic grounds, has 
changed Hie face of the Niagara 
Falls area. 
At the Power Vista, visitors 
may eat, drink, watch mov ies and 
[slides of the power plant, study 
animated models, gaze at the 


awesome scenery. 
The brood open promenade is 
350 feet above the Niagara River. 
The three-level structure atop the 
power plant is reached by a 
pedestrian bridge that spans eight 
lanes of highway. The facility 
can handle 10.000 persons daily. 
The pedesnan bridge leads to 
the observation building via a 
lobby dominated by artist Thomas 
Hart 
Benton’s 
140-square-foot 
mural depicting Father Louis Hen­ 
nepin, a Jesuit priest, ami Indians 
viewing the fails in 1678. 
Near the mural is a huge dio­ 
rama of the Moses Niagara pow­ 
er plant. TTie cutaway model, 
using water, shows bow the flow­ 
age through the penstocks acti­ 
vates turbims and generators to 
produce electricity. 
Enclosed in glass is a 20 by 28- 
toot project and surrounding area, 
including the city of Niagara Falls 
'population nearly IOO.OOO . Every 
building is reproduced. 
On the middle level, reached by 
escalators, are three fan-shape 
theaters where guests may watch 
films of the [vower project and 
$1 billion Niagara public works 
complex An automated cafeteria- 
restaurant there has tables to ac­ 
commodate 320 persons. 
On the lowest level are flower 
Authority storage and equipment 
rooms

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India Haunted By Sound Of Communist Picks, Shovels

NEW DELHI (AP) — This 
capital is haunted by the sound 
of Communist 
Chinese picks 
and shovels clinking and clank­ 
ing on the rocky Himalayan 
terrain of the Tibetan-lndian 
frontier. 
Chinese roadbuilders, work­ 
ing night and day, have made 
astonishing progress in pushing 
through desolate southern Tibet 
and up to the Indian border. 
Indian 
intelligence 
experts 
say rapid movement of troops 
and supplies by truck convoys 
now is possible much of the 
year east and west through 
Tibet and south to India. 
EXPAND NETWORK 
The Indians fear the Chinese 
intend to expand ti.eir road net­ 
work until attacks could be 
launched on the Indian border 
from a dozen jumpoff spots. 
Existing or proposed roads pose 
threats on India’s right and left 
flanks. 
The minority view in the In­ 
dian government seems to be 
that all this Chinese activity is 
aimed only at consolidating Pe­ 
king’s hold on Tibet by import­ 
ing Chinese settlers and troops 
to combat rebel Tibetans. 
However, some of Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru’s closest aides have 
said publicly that the Chinese 
are 
warming 
up 
for 
more 
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trouble on the scale of 1962, 
when 
a bloody frontier war 
broke out in three sectors.

PROTECT ROAD 
The primary Chinese supply 
road runs south out of Sinkiang 
province through Aksai Chin in 
India's 
Ladakh 
region, 
then 
turns southeast and skirts the 
Himalayas 
until 
it 
reaches 
Lhasa. 
The 1962 Chinese attack in 
Ladakh 
was 
believed 
aimed 
primarily 
at 
protecting 
this 
road by gaining and holding 
ground well south of it. 
Indian officials say the road 
is graveled and heavily trav­ 
eled by trucks. It is impossible 
to tell, however, whether the 
Chinese have licked the prob­ 
lem of keeping the road open 


in mountain passes during the 
bitter Tibetan winter. 
FEEDER ROADS 
The most disquieting recent 
development, officials say, is 
Chinese construction of “feeder 
roads’’ south from this main 
east-west road to outposts on 
the Indian border. 
There are 26 established Chi­ 
nese outposts on the border — 
16 on the Northeast Frontier 
Agency 
border, 
seven 
in 
Ladakh, and three in the cen­ 
tral sector. 
In Indian eyes, each outpost 
and 
connecting 
feeder 
road 
poses a potential threat and 
must be covered by large num­ 
bers of Indian troops. 
This 
covering 
effort 
alone 
stretches 
the 
Indian 
Army 
across thousands of miles of 
rugged frontier, from the Wa- 
long area of Assam state in the 
east to Ladakh in the west. 
HAVE SUPPLY ROUTE 
Additionally, the Chinese are 
known to have built a “back 
up’’ 
supply 
route deeper in 
Tibet to parallel the main east- 
west Sinkiang • to - Lhasa road. 
Little information is available 
in New Delhi on this route. 
Indian officials say one of 
China’s most dangerous roads 
is one that was blasted through 
the mountains from the Tibetan 
border to Katmandu, capital of 
Nepal. 
The Indian Army long has 
considered routes of approach 
leading south from Nepal, and 


its neighbors of Sikkim and 
Bhutan, to be a primary source 
of concern. 
EAST.WEST ROAD 
The Chinese also have agreed 
to build a portion of a proposed 
east-west road within Nepal 
The Soviet Union has expressed 
interest in constructing a sec­ 
tor of the same road farther 
west. 
This road’s proximity to the 
Indian border gives it obvious 
— and to India, dangerous 
military value. 
Thinking years ahead, some 
Indian officials see the threat 
of flanking movements by Chi 
nese roadbuilders — and possi 
bly troops — through neighbor­ 
ing Pakistan and Burma. 
Pakistan is building a road 
from Gilgit in the north to its 
capital. Rawalpindi. It will link 
with other roads and railways 
running south to the Arabian 
Sea. 
PLAN NEW LINK 
In view of Pakistan’s increas­ 
ing 
friendliness 
with Com­ 
munist China, some Indian of­ 
ficials 
say 
the Chinese 
are 
bound to attempt a linkup be­ 
tween their Sinkiang roads and 
Pakistan’s 
Gilgit - to - Rawal­ 
pindi route. 
Such a road, if one could be 
built through the 
Karakoran 
mountain range, would open 
India’s left flank. 
The right flank — Burma — 
is another source of concern in

Nelson 
Rockefeller wins the state’s 86 
delegates in a two-way contest 
with Sen. Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona, Scott said he would ex­ 
pect Scranton to “make some 
further statements” then. 
“I believe it will be short of 
an announcement,” Scott said, 
“but it might indicate more 
clearly his availability.” 
DEADLOCK LIKELY 
Speaking at a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday, Scott said it 
would be logical for Scranton 
supporters to vote for Rockefel­ 
ler in the California primary. 
“A deadlock is more likely to 
develop (at the Republican na­ 
tional convention) if Rockefeller 
wins the California primary,” 
he said. “Gov. Scranton is more 
likely to become an announced 
candidate” in the event of a 
convention d e a d l o c k , Scott 
added. 
He said he discovered “a sur­ 
prising unanimity of interest in 
Gov. Scranton as a candidate” 
in conversations with Republi­ 
can national committeemen and 
state chairmen assembled in 
Washington earlier this week. 
NO CHANGE EXPECTED 
A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor, when asked about Scott’s 
comments, noted that Scranton 
has said he would accept a sin­ 
cere and honest draft.
